Ranchers Warned 
Against Using 
Poison Cow Spray 


Marin ranchers were cautioned 
today by Fish and Game Warden 
A1 Gtddings against the use of 
“Rotonone” cattle «pray near any 
fishing streams. 
Giddings said that in two in­ 
stances in the past six weeks large 
numbers of spawning salmon and 
f i n g e r l i n g trout in the San 
Geronimo creek were killed when 
this spray was allowed to enter the 
creek waters. 
The first occurrence was on De­ 
cember 21 when Giddings observed 
“an acute state” of pollution from 
San Geronimo to Bottini's Villa be­ 
low Lagunitas. 
When a similar situation occurred 
last Monday and Giddings, with the 
aid of Robert Paul, pollution ex­ 
pert of the Fish and Game com­ 
mission, traced the pollution to its 
source on* the Ralph Roy ranch at 
San Geronimo. 
Giddings mid Roy was using *the 
“Rotonone” spray to combat “Ox 
Warble” insect which attacks cattle 
causing a great loss in milk pro­ 
duction. Roy will appear before 
Judge George Faulkner in Novato 
tomorrow to answer to charges of 
polluting the stream. 
Giddings pointed out that one 
pound of the spray in 500,000 gal­ 
lons of water is sufficient to kill 
fish by suffocation ccused by dam­ 
aged gills. “Even drippings are dan­ 
gerous," the warden aid, “so no 
wash at all will be permitted in 
streams" 
Next year the state will institute 
a county wide program far use of 
the dangerous spray in which it will 
be used in such a manner that no 
further fish loss will occur. 
T j break we got this year was 
discovering the source of the pollu­ 
tion and the fact that most of the 
salmon had already spawned and 
the poison will not harm eggs,” 
G i d d i n g s mid. However, many 
fingerling trout were killed. The 
newly laid salmon eggs will hatch 
within a few weeks and all possible 
precautionary measures should be 
taken, he explained. 
The warden thanked the many 
persons who repeated the dying fish 
and who aided in the search for the 
source of the pollution.

The bay region Is about 450 
air miles from the blast site. 
San Rafael Police Sergeant Sel- 
den W, (Bud) Benepe, said he saw 
a brilliant flash of light just before 
5* am. 
C. B. Smith, observer in a radio 
listening post in San Lorenzo re­ 
peated a bright flash followed by a 
fading orange afterglow in the 
eastern sky at 5:49 am.—the exact 
time of the explosion northwest* of 
Las Vegas.

A tremendous, rumbling atomic 
blast that hit Las Vegas harder 
than any of three previous French­ 
man Flat tests rocked Las Vegas 
before dawn today.

An AEC spokesman said in answer 
to queries that it was a dust cloud.

ment. 
A wave of concussion hit* Las 
Vegas some minutes after the blast, 
and one downtown furniture store 
reported a plate glass window bro­ 
ken. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
field office confirmed the blast was 
“one of our periodic tests.” Beyond 
that, it wpuld not comment. It would 
not speculate on the type of atomic 
weapon that might have caused the 
blast, nor Would it s p e c u l a t e 
whether the cloud over the test 
sight might be radioactive. 


Truman Asks Congress To Up 
Taxes $10 Billion; More Later 


WASHINGTON (*> — President 
Truman today asked Congress for a 
quick $10,000,000,000 tax increase 
and said he will ask still another 
increase later. 
In a message to the legislators, 
Truman set out this program for 
raising the $104)00,000,000: 
1—A $4,000,000,000 increase in in­ 
dividual income taxes, a l r e a d y 
scheduled to yield a record $28,000,- 
0004)00 in the fiscal year starting 
July i. 


2— A $3,000,0004)00 increase in cor­ 
poration income taxes. These with 
excess profits taxes included, are 
scheduled to hit a record $20,000,- 
0004)00 next year. 
3—A $34)00,0004)00 increase in ex­ 
cise (sales) taxes—to be “concen­ 
trated upon less essential consumer 
goods.” These taxes are estimated to 
yield $8,222,000,000 next year, under 
present tax laws. 
The schedule outlined would mean 
a total tax take of $644)00,000,000. 
This is nearly a third more than 


the record collections of World War 
II when the take reached $43,000,- 
000,000 in 1945. 
The understanding among Con­ 
gress members is that the future in­ 
crease Truman is to request later 
would raise government revenues to 
more than $714)00,000,000. 
The president left details of how 
the proposed $10,000,000,000 increase 
is to be made for explanation by 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder. 
Snyder will go into this at public 
hearings to be opened Monday by 
the tax-writing House Ways and 
Means Committee. 
Truman did give one detail He 
said the present $600 exemption 
should be retained. 
Word in informed quarters was 
that Snyder will ask that normal 
corporate income tax rates 
be 
raised to 55 per cent from the pres­ 
ent 47 per cent top. 
The president did not specify any 
rate increase today.

May Stall Toll Cuts 


McCollister Speaks To 
Sausalito Rotary Club 


Assemblyman Richard McCollister 
charged yesterday that Napa Sena­ 
tor Nathan Coombs' bill to lend the 
Golden Gate bridge district 12 mil­ 
lion dollars for a new northern ap­ 
proach is “intended to bog down our 
request for state maintenance and 
operation.” 
He told Sausalito Rotarians at the 
Alta Mira hotel that he has Intro­ 
duced a bill in the assembly which 
would rescind the right of the bridge 
district to borrow five million from 
the state for the Sausalito lateral. 
The assemblyman said that the 
state highway department has defi­ 
nitely indicated opposition to state 
maintenance or repair of district 
highway as long as the right to bor­ 
row five million remains. 
TWO OPPOSED 
In discussing the senate interim 
committee which will hold hearings 
this month on proposed state con­ 
trol or operation of the bridge, Mc­ 
Collister said that two members are 
definitely opposed to state control. 
They axe Coomfts and Senator Ran­ 
dolph Collier of Del Norte. 
“The best I can say of the other 
four members is that they are neu­ 
tral and I didn’t believe they are 
exactly neutral,” the assemblyman 
added. 
They are Marin Senator 
John F. “Jack” McCarthy, chairman 
of the committee; Gerald O’Gara of 
San Francisco, F. Presley Abshire 
of Sonoma and Burt Busch of Lake 
county. 
McCollister had attempted to have 
the legislature approve a joint as- 
sembly-senate interim committee, 
but McCarthy’s measure for a sen­ 
ate committee alone was passed in­ 
stead. Both Marin representatives 
had agreed to press for a joint in­ 
terim committee when they appear­ 
ed before the Marin associated 
chambers of commerce bridge com­ 
mittee in December. 
LOBBYIST DECLINES 
The assemblyman said that he 
had asked Jim Adam, the bridge dis­ 
trict's lobbyist, to appear before the 
house rules committee when they 
were discussing McColiister’s pro­ 
posal for an interim committee. 
“Adam said he had nothing to 
say pro or con,” McCollister report­ 
ed. “But in those next busy hours, 
I learned that the senate had taken 
action on its own . . . I don’t think 
their Mr. Adam was any help on 
our problem at all.” 
McCollister who introduced 91 
bills at the opening session again 
repeated his belief that efforts 
should be concentrated on getting 
his bill passed calling for inclusion 
of the district in the state highway 
system. He does not think his bill 
calling for appropriation of 40 mil­ 
lion dollars for the state to take 
over the bridge itself has any chance 
of passage. 
A bill for lease of the bridge to 
the state still does not contain any 
details, McCollister said, but he 
could not see where the bill would 
afford any opportunity for toll re­ 
ductions since they would still have 
to collect tolls to amortize the bonds. 
TOUGH BATTLE 
Turning to other matters, McCol­ 
lister predicted a tough battle on 
congressional and assembly reap­ 
portionment because of the opposi­ 
tion of southern counties to giving 
the northern ones more representa­ 
tion. 
He said it would be a “grave error

14 Eastern States 
On Mail Ban List 


The spreading switchmen’s strike, which in three days has 
crippled much of the nation’s railroad transportation, hit home 
in Marin county this morning. 
Partial embargoes were imposed on all classes of mail, and 
on freight scheduled for shipment over Northwestern Pacific and 
other raifroads. 
# 


Marin postmasters were instructed by the postmaster general 
not to accept mail weighing more than eight ounces and destined 
for any of 14 eastern states. Only exceptions are daily news­ 
papers, medicine, drugs, surgical instruments and surgical 
dressings. 
The ban applies to first, second, 
third and fourth class mail, but 
does not effect air mail and air 
freight. 
The 14 states involved are Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa­ 
chusetts, Rhode Island, New York, 
Connecticut, New Jersey, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Delaware, Maryland, Ohio, 
Indiana and Michigan. 
FREIGHT EMBARGO 
The freight embargo was an­ 
nounced by both Northwestern Pa­ 
cific and Southern Pacific. NWP 
declared: 
“The strike has spread to a point 
where we canno, handle business 
through Richmond, San Francisco, 
Oakland or either Southern Pacific 
or Santa Fe coast lines both north 
and south. 
“We still have a line open through 
Sacramento and into the San Joa­ 
quin Valley, also easterly through 
Sacramento.” 
He said the embargo applies par­ 
ticularly to perishable freight and 
livestock and that dead freight is 
being accepted subject to delay. 
NO NWP STRIKE 
The NWP spokesman, however, 
pointed out that there was no 
strike on the NWP itself. “We have 
no trouble on this line at all,” he 
emphasized, “only on our connec­ 
tions.” 
A Southern Pacific 
spokesman 
said the company would attempt to 
maintain all passenger service, in­ 
cluding commuter runs, for the time 
being. Some trains were delayed last 
night and commuters received print­ 
ed warnings their trains may be be­ 
hind schedule. 
Twenty-seven of 30 SP switchmen 
at San Jose failed to show for work 
there yesterday morning. 
In the 
afternoon, the walkout spread to 
San Francisco, when an estimated 
75 switchmen either failed to re­ 
port or claimed they were ill and 
left 
Railroad spokesmen said only one 
three-man crew out of a normal 20 
to 25 reported for work in the San 
Francisco yard at midnight for work 
today. 
BAY AREA SITUATION 
Elsewhere in the bay area, the 
situation was: 
Oakland yard, 20 crews of a nor­ 
mal 40 working. San Jose, one out 
of 10 and at Richmond, a normal 
shift of eight crews unaffected by 
the walkout by members of 
the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen. 
Nationwide, more switchmen stay­ 
ed home “sick” in defiance of gov­ 
ernment court proceedings today. 
The White House denounced the 
strike as a threat to national secur­ 
ity and accused union leaders of 
“bad faith.” A statement issued at 
the direction of President Tru­ 
man said: 
“This would be an extremely grave 
matter at any time. Today, when 
Americans are fighting for their 
country, tiiis strike is directly in­ 
juring our national security.”

I-J Writer Tells How It Feels To Fly In Jet Plane 


By Rke Odell 


A ride in a jet plane R pretty 
much the way they say it is, only 
more so when you're there. That’s 
what I found out from personal ex­ 
perience at Hamilton Field yester­ 
day. 
Depending on who you are you’ll 
either praise the magnificence of 
the machines, or curse every part 
of the Buck Rogers age, or maybe 
both. Fortunately, those connected 
with jet squadrons are apt to be 
very fond of their work. 
This particular plane was a T-33, 
a trainer. It’s the same as an F-80 
Shooting Star only with an extra 
seat and set of instruments for the 
trainee. 
In control was a very likeable 
Oapt. Charles Owen*, a squadron 
fiigiti ccGuaaadcr 
uastryjzimt 


instructor who has been at Hamil­ 
ton Field a little more than two 
years. 
We put on our gte-49^ing suits, 
znae west jacket equipped with 
shark repellent, one-man life raft, 
parachute with an auxiliary oxygen 
supply, a heavy had and white hel­ 
met with ox gen mask ami built-in 
microphone — then strapped our­ 
selves in the mats. 
Of course, there’s a lot of fancy 
equipment in the plane too. Scores 
of meter« and instruments and ev­ 
erything f r o m cockpit canopies 
which jettison automatically to pa­ 
per bags. That's part of the reason 
T-33 a cost $8064)00 when they first 
came out But the figure is far less 
than that now. 
Mechanically they’re easier to fly 
tfeaa the aid non-jet types. Bui 


there's so much more they can do 
weather and weapon-wise that the 
equipment is more complicated. In 
fact it requires about two years to 
graduate a jet pilot 
Using a booster cm the ground it 
takes only a few seconds to warm 
up a Jet for flight. That’s why 
there’s a maximum of five minutes 
between the time an alert sounds 
and the planes are hissing down 
the runway. 
This morning the 82nd Jet Squad­ 
ron waited three hours for ‘enemy” 
bombers to appear as part of the 
Pacific coast maneuvers. When the 
first ones showed it took only about 
a minute for the first interceptor 
to begin chase. 
But on this routine flight Capt. 
Owens taxied to the end of the run­ 
way and waited while four jets 


peeled off and landed one after the 
other. Two others appeared over 
the hills leaving a short black trail. 
As they flew by in formation the 
wlngtips seemed only a few feet 
apart. “When you get used to it it’s 
easier that way,” Capt Owens said. 
Then down came the canopy and 
we zoomed over the runways, fin­ 
ally taking off at about 105 mph. 
The sudddh sensation of speed is 
a thrill. Then as the plane climbs, 
which jets do at an amazing rate, 
the awareness of speed and land 
fades. 
It was a beautiful sunny day and 
there’s a lot of visibility in a T-33. 
A birds-eye view of the whole area, 
the two cities, two bridges, and 
much of Marin county, gives a far 
different perspective of the whole 
wwtOU 


It doesn't seem like you’re ping 
fast when you’re way,up, but the 
time it takes to go to San Francisco 
and come back is hardly noticeable. 
Riding is perfectly smooth except 
for rapid little air bumps over the 
hills. There isn’t much noise, just 
the sound of a powerful escape of 
air. We made a rolling dive over 
a highway at about 450 m.ph. It 
wasn’t hard to imagine a tank con­ 
voy below, and that ypu were at­ 
tacking them. 
And then there was the cold 
sweat, and the tingling numbnes, 
and the sickeningly quick changes 
in presure, and so forth* But its a 
thrill too, and that’s nice because 
the men like Capt. Owens who 
spend full time with these amazing 
machines are doing nothing short 
of giving us protection. 


SR Building Has 


One Day Boom; 


1100,000 Permits 


Last month’s planned building in 
San Rafael, headed for one of the 
lowest totals in several months, was 
given a shot in the arm at the end 
of the month by the issuance of per­ 
mits for more than $100,000 worth 
of homes in a single day. 
This brought the month’s total 
to $256,585, as compared to $223,562 
for January a year ago, and to 
$207,065 for December, 1950. 
A total of $101,400 was represent­ 
ed in the issuance of six permits 
for homes on January 29. 
Of the month’s total, permits 
were issued for $223,700, for homes 
alone, more than the entire month 
of building for January, 1950. 
The largest of the homes permits 
was for $35,000 for a nine-room, 
three-bath, kitchen home at 200 
fmrhills drive, for Paul Nederman 
of San Francisco. The home is be­ 
ing constructed by woman builder, 
Jeanne F. Brown, also of San Fran­ 
cisco. The house will be of red­ 
wood rustic design and plans in­ 
clude provision for a swimming 
pool. 
San Rafael also issued its first 
permit for a rollaway, pre-built 
home for $9,000 for D. M. Jacobson 
at 7 Villa avenue. 
There was one large permit other 
than for homes for a $29,000 six 
unit apartment building for Ray­ 
mond Flood of San Rafael. 
• • • 
New building more than doubled 
in Mill Valley last month as com­ 
pared to January 1950 and increased 
slightly in Sausalito, building re­ 
ports revealed today. 
* Permits were issued in Mill Val­ 
ley for seven new residences total­ 
ing $89,950, one new warehouse at 
$19,000 and the Baptist church as 
compared to five new buildings at 
$43,200 in January 1950. Total re­ 
pair and new building permits to­ 
taled $167,889 amounting to $409 in 
permit fees.

Truman Asks Congress To Up 
Taxes $10 Billion; More Later 


WASHINGTON W — President 
Truman today asked Congress for a 
quick $10,000,000,000 tax increase 
and said he will ask still another 
increase later. 
In a message to the legislators, 
Truman set out this program for 
raising the $10,000,000,000: 
1—A $4,000,000,000 increase in in­ 
dividual income taxes, a l r e a d y 
scheduled to yield a record $26,000,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year starting 
July 1. 
2—A $3,000,000,000 increase in cor­ 
poration income taxes. These with 
excess profits taxes included, are 
scheduled to hit a record $20,000,- 
000,000 next year. 
3—A $3,000,000,000 increase in ex­ 
cise (sales) taxes—to be “concen­ 
trated upon less amentia! consumer 
goods.” These taxes are estimated to 
yield $8,222,000,000 next year, under 
present tax laws. 
The schedule outlined would mean 
a total tax take of $64,200,000,000. 
This is nearly a third more than 


the record collections of World War 
II when the take reached $43,000,- 
000,000 in 1045. 
The understanding among Con­ 
gress members is that the future in­ 
crease Truman is to request later 
would raise government revenues to 
more than $71,000,000,000. 
The president left details of how 
the proposed $10,000,000,000 increase 
is to be made for explanation by 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder. 
Snyder will go into this at public 
hearings to be opened Monday by 
the tax-writing House Ways and 
Means Committee. 
Truman did give one detail. He 
said the present $600 exemption 
should be retained. 
Word in informed quarters was 
that Snyder will ask that normal 
corporate income tax rates be 
raised to 55 per cent from the pres­ 
ent 47 per cent top. 
The president did not specify any 
rate increase today. 


TWO OPPOSED 
In discussing the senate interim 
committee which will hold hearings 
this month on proposed state con» 
trol or operation of the bridge, Me 
Collister said that two members are 
definitely opposed to state control 
They are Coomfts and Senator Ran 
dolph Collier of Del Norte. 
“The best I can say of the other 
four members is that they are neu 
tral and I didn’t beUeve they are 
exactly neutral,” the assemblyman 
added.

The assemblyman said that he 
had asked Jim Adam, the bridge dis­ 
trict’s lobbyist, to appear before the 
house rules committee when they 
were discussing McCoUister’s pro­ 
posal for an interim committee. 
“Adam said he had nothing to 
say pro or con,” McCollister report­ 
ed.

I-J Writer Tells How It Feels To Fly In Jet Plane 


By Rice Odell 


A ride in m jet plane ft pretty 
much the way they say it Is, only 
more so when you’re there. That’s 
what I found out from personal ex­ 
perience at Hamilton Field yester­ 
day. 
Depending on who you are you’ll 
either praise the magnificence of 
the machines, or curse every part 
of the Buck Rogers age, or maybe 
both. Fortunately, those connected 
with jet squadrons are apt to be 
very fond of their work. 
This particular plane was a T-33, 
a trainer. It’s the same as an F-80 
Shooting Star only with an extra 
seat and set of instruments for the 
trainee. 
In control was a very likeable 
Capt. Charles Owens, a squadron 
flight commander 


Instructor who has been at Hamil­ 
ton Field a little more than two 
years. 
We put on our getar—-flying suits, 
mae west jacket equipped with 
shark repellent, one-man Ufa raft, 
parachute with an auxüiary oxygen 
supply, a heavy hed and white hel­ 
met with ox’gen mask and built-in 
microphone — then strapped our­ 
selves in the seats. 
Of course, there’s a lot of fancy 
equipment in the plane too. Scores 
of meters and instruments and ev­ 
erything f rom cockpit canopies 
which jettison automatically to pa­ 
per bags. That’s part of the reason 
T-33’a cost $600,000 when they first 
came out. But the figure is far less 
than that now. 
Mechanically they’re easier to fly 
♦.i»*» fh# ' frid non-jet 'types. But. 


there’s so much more they can do 
weather and weapon-wise that the 
equipment is more complicated. In 
fact it requires about two years to 
graduate a jet pilot 
Using a booster on the ground it 
takes only a few seconds to warm 
up a Jet for flight. That’s why 
there’s a maximum of five minutes 
between the time an alert sounds 
and the planes are hissing down 
the runway. 
This morning the 82nd Jet Squad­ 
ron waited three hours for “enemy” 
bombers to appear as part of the 
Pacific coast maneuvers. When the 
first ones showed it took only about 
a minute for the first interceptor 
to begin ch ase . 
But on this routine flight Capt. 
Owens taxied to the end of the run­ 
way and waited while four jete 


peeled off and landed one after the 
other. Two others appeared over 
the hills leaving a short black trail 
As they flew by in formation the 
wlngtips seemed only a few feet 
apart. "When you get used to it it’s 
easier that way,” Capt. Owens said. 
Then down came the canopy and 
we zoomed over the runways, fin­ 
ally taking off at about 105 m.ph. 
The sudddh sensation of speed is 
a thrill Then as the plane climbs, 
which jets do at an amazing rate, 
the awareness of speed and land 
fades. 
It was a beautiful sunny day and 
there’s a lot of vlsibiHty in a T-33. 
A blrds-eye view of the whole area, 
the two cities, two bridges, and 
much of Marin county, gives a far 
different perspective of the whole

It doesn’t seem like you’re going 
fast when you’re way,up, but the 
time it takes to go to San Francisco 
and come back is hardly noticeable. 
Riding is perfectly smooth except 
for rapid little air bumps over the 
hills. There isn’t much noise, Just 
the sound of a powerful escape of 
air. We made a rolling dive over 
a highway at about 450 m.pJi.

Board of Supervisors on the basis 
of comparison.” 
The society listed as the two main 
functions of such a clinic as: 
1. TO help prevent early cases of 
maladjustment in children from be­ 
coming serious problems by work­ 
ing with them, their families and 
the persons important- to them out­ 
side their families. 
2. To work on a cooperative, con­ 
sultant basis with other community 
agencies to help them give better 
service over a wide field. 
“The child guidance clinic justif­ 
ies its evistance,” the statement said 
further, “not by the number of 
cases treated but mainly on the 
basis of the consultative work it 
does with the school, probation and 
welfare departments and family 
service agencies in the community. 
Through a broadened understand­ 
ing of the individuals with whom 
they work, the departments and 
agencies are able to give more and 
better services directly to these in­ 
dividuals and indirectly to the tax­ 
payers.”

To Guard Against 


Reds In Schools 


FRESNO {Pft — A group of edu­ 
cators has been warned to guard 
against Communists at work to 
California schools who can’t always 
be weeded out by the law. 
"We do have Communists to edu­ 
cation," Field Representative Don 
Parks of the state department of 
education, told more than 100 con­ 
ferece at the annual state meeting 
of audio-visual directors of Califor­ 
nia's teacher-training Institutions 
last night. 
(Among those attending the con­ 
ference is Clarence E. Spencer, di­ 
rector of audio-visual education for 
Marin county superintendent of 
schools’ office.) 
Parka, together with Sen. Hugh 
Burns (D., Fresno), chairman of the 
State Senate Fact-Finding commit­ 
tee on un-American activities and 
Committee Counsel Richard Combs 
Urged vigilan.ee against Cominuiilst 
infiltration into schools. 
Sometimes, said Parks, "There 
isn't a thing we can do’’ about a 
teacher who Is known to be a sub­ 
versive. 
Ha said it Is a "matter of tima" 
before the courts rule that a Com­ 
munist signing the state loyalty oath 
—which mentions merely unnamed 
groupa advocating violent overthrew 
of the government—la guilty of per­ 
jury. 
Parks told of unnamed persons he 
•aid were subversives but presently 
teaching school as a result of the 
present situation. 
Concerning one "not far from 
here," he said, "his application for 
a secondary credential has been to 
our office two months. We are us­ 
ing every means possible to avoid 
granting It. Unfortunately, we have 
nothing In our state code.” 
Senator Bums placed to the lape 
of the educators the job of shielding 
students from propaganda and sub­ 
version. 
"Probably a heavier burden has 
been laid on your shoulders for you 
are training those who tomorrow will, 
control the country,” he said. Bums 
and Combs offered the services of 
the Senate committee to teachers 
and principals wanting to check 
teaching materials they were sus­ 
picious of.

Mueller and Junior Murray Gelleri 
acting as auctioneers. The "slaves” 
were sold to the highest bidder with 
bids starting at 25 cents and up 
with no raises less than flve cents. 
Highest bid .went for last semester’s 
student body president, Tom Cag- 
win, who sold for $6.65. 
After a "slave” is purchased he 
is required to sign a contract which 
puts him under the oommand of his 
owner for one day, known as Slave 
Day, which is always the day follow­ 
ing the auction. Hie local drive-ins 
did a booming business at noon time 


and the flag pole was a main cen­ 
ter of attraction as various slave 
owners really took advantage of the 
opportunity by ordering their slaves 
to climb it. 


The slaves were auctioned off sin­ 
gly and in pairs and were often 
purchased by as many as flve and 
six girls, all pooling their money.

A down payment of half the full 
price of the slave was required at 
the time of purchase and the bal­ 
ance is due within the next two 
weeks.

For A Day At Red Cross Sale 


PLANS MADAGASCAR STATUE 
PARIS iff) — A young American 
sculptor has been picked to put a 
work of art in the jungles of south­ 
ern Madagascar. 
Lawson Mooney, 
28-year-old Paris art student, plans 
to spend six months next year on 
the 
island 
creating a seven-foot 
bronze statue of the Madonna and 
Child for a Jesuit Catholic church 
in the tiny village of Ampasimenl- 
jeva near Flanarantsoa, the capi­ 
tal of Madagascar's southern pro­ 
vince. 
Five French planters in Mada­ 
gascar ordered the statue for the 
church, which is attended by the 
Malayans and Malagan who llvt 
and work there.

The “slaves" 
were sold to the highest bidder with 
bids starting a t 25 cents and up 
with no raisés less than five cents. 
Highest bid .went for last semester’s 
student body president, Tom Cag- 
win, who sold for $6.65. 
After a "slave" is purchased he 
Is required to sign a contract which 
puts him under the command of his 
owner for one day, known as Slave 
Day, which is always the day follow­ 
ing the auction. The local drive-ins 
did a booming business at noon time 


and the flag pole was a main cen­ 
ter of attraction as various slave 
owners really took advantage of the 
opportunity by ordering their slaves 
to climb It. 


The ^slaves were auctioned off sin­ 
gly and in pairs and were often 
purchased by as many as five and 
six girls, all pooling their money 
Those with cars wer particularly in 
demand. 


A down payment of half the full 
price of the slave was required at 
the time of purchase and the bal­ 
ance is due within the next two 
weeks. Cash collected at the assem­ 
bly itself amounted to $50.28.

If San Quentin prison authority 
feels a man's illness constitutes a 
danger to himself or others, a san­ 
ity bearing is obtained through 
Marin courts, not as before, through 
Mendocino courts. 
So far six persons, finishing terms 
a t San Quentin have been commit­ 
ted to Mendocino state mental hos­ 
pital, after being certified insane in 
Marin courts. Four were sent there 
this week. 
It is the sheriff's duty to see that 
these men are taken to Mendocino 
upon an order from the court. 
By taking the pressure of court 
duty off Mendocino county and off 
the state mental hospital staff, the 
burden has been placed on other 
counties. 
State department of correctioxs 
has said the two counties to be most 
effected are Marin and Los An­ 
geles—Marin, of course, because of 
the location of San Quentin prison 
within its boundaries—Myf Lot An­ 
geles because of the locality of the 
State 
Department of 
Corrections 
medical 
facilities 
at 
Terminal 
Island, 


The department feels that Los 
Angeles county can bear the sub­ 
stan tial part of the costs in trans­ 
ferring mental patients (inmates) 
whose terms are about to expire 
from Terminal Island to Mendocino 
state hospital. 
Meanwhile some 
costs will 
be 
borne by Marin oounty, but W ar­ 
den Duffy said he believes these 
costs will be negligible. 
In fact, according to departments 
of correction plans, the number to 
be certified through Marin courts 
will become less and less and some 
day may be none at all. 
This will come about through the 
department's 
plans 
gradually 
to 
transfer all state prison m ental pa­ 
tients to medical facilities. 
For a while they will be transfer­ 
red to Terminal Island, acquired by 
the department last year, and later 
they may be transferred to Vaca­ 
ville in Solano county. 
Plans are 
now in the drawing board stage for 
building a mental facility there.

Marin's Civil Air Patrol To Have 


Public Address System In Airplane 


Within the next two weeks, M ar­ 
in county’s Civil Air Patrol squad­ 
ron will be prepared to broadcast 
information from the air to persons 
on the ground, using an airborne 
public address system, it was an­ 
nounced today. 
Lieut. Clifford Trotter, squadron 
oommander, reported work on the 
“big voice” is already under way. It 
will be tested in the near future. 
“After the 
installation of 
the 
equipment is completed and the 
techniques for its use are perfected, 
we hope to give the equipment a 
public demonstration and test over 
several communities in the county,” 
Trotter said. 
“This equipment should be ex­ 
tremely valuable in the event of a 
disaster, such as an air raid, since 
we would be able to transm it in­ 
formation to persons in any stricken 
area. 
“The plane, for example, would be 
able to inform 
persons on 
the 
ground of the evacuation plans for 
the area. 
It could also tell them 
where to go for medical attention, 
where to report for disaster duty, 
which roads to keep 
clear, 
and 
which ro an to use in leaving the 
area. 
“Its immediate use in organizing 
the residents of a 
stricken 
area 
might very weU prevent panic and 
additional loss of life.” 
Paul Crawley, s q u a d r o n com­ 
munications officer, has already ob­ 
tained 
the necessary 
equipment. 
Plans call for Its installation and 
preliminary testing this weekend. 
Crawley’s work on the squadron 
radio equipment is also progressing 
rapidly, according to Trotter. Using

This has been the responsibility 
of the county for about a month— 
a responsibility belonging to Marin 
under state penal code. 
Formerly the inmates were certi­ 
fied as insane by the Adult Author­ 
ity and prison personnel transported 
them to Mendocino.

File State Tax 


Returns By Feb. 15 
Thomas H. Kuchel, chairman of 
the state franchise tax board, to­ 
day warned that on or before Febru­ 
ary 15, all employers must file in­ 
formation returns, forms 500, with 
the state franchise tax board for 
single employees who earn $2,000 or 
more and married persons whose 
combined Income is $3,500 or’more. 
These forms as well as summary 
form 506 may be secured from the 
San Francisco office of the board at 
540 Van Ness avenue or the Santa 
Rosa office at 522 Third street. 


The state mental hospital then 
had the responsibility of getting a 
court declaration of the former in­ 
mate's insanity.

Duffy at San Quentin, the burden 
now lies, and legally so, on the 
county In which a prison is located. 
Thirty days prior to the expira­ 
tion of a sentence, the record of a 
prisoner who has had a mental ill­ 
ness, is reviewed. 
„ - 
If San Quentin prison authority 
feels a man's Illness constitutes a 
danger to himself or others, a san­ 
ity hearing is obtained through 
Marin courts, not as before, through 
Mendocino courts. 
So far six persons, finishing terms 
at San Quentin have been commit­ 
ted to Mendocino state mental hos­ 
pital, after being certified insane in 
Marin court». Four were sent there 
this week. 
It is the sheriff's duty to see that 
these men are taken to Mendocino 
upon an order from the court. 
By taking the pressure of court 
duty off Mendocino county and off 
the state mental hospital staff, the 
burden has been placed on other 
counties. 
State department of correction 
has said the two counties to be most 
effected are Marin end Los An­ 
geles—Marin, of course, because of 
the location of San Quentin prison 
within Its boundaries—and Los An­ 
geles because of the locality of the 
State Department of Corrections 
medical facilities at Terminal 
Island. 
The department feels that Los 
Angeles county can bear the sub­ 
stantial part of the costs in trans­ 
ferring mental patients (inmates) 
whose terms are about to expire 
from Terminal Island to Mendocino 
state hospital. 
Meanwhile some costs will be 
borne by Marin county, but War­ 
den Duffy said he believes these 
costs will be negligible. 
In fact, according to departments 
of correction plans, the number to 
be certified through Marin courts 
will become less and less and some 
day may be none at all. 
This will come about through the 
department’s plans gradually to 
transfer all state prison mental pa­ 
tients to medical facilities. 
For a while they will be transfer­ 
red to Términal Island, acquired by 
the department last year, and later 
they may be transferred to Vaca­ 
ville in Solano county. Plans are 
now In the drawing board stage for 
building a mental facility there.

(WLB) was the agency for controlling wages. It 
died when peace came. 
Now a few yean later there’s a new wage* 
control agency, the nine-man Wage Stabilization 
Board (WSB). 
At least fix of the nine worked on or with 
the old WLB, so they know the problems and 
how they had to try to solve them before. 
When sweet reason fails in a labor dispute, 
the worken may strike or the employer may 
lock them out 
Right after Pearl Harbor President Roosevelt 
called a White House conference of labor and 
management leaders.

With the exception of John L. Lewis and his 
mine workers, they pledged no strikes and no 
lockouts for the duration. They couldn't prom­ 
ise no disputes. 
How then could tljpir disputes be settled? Mr. 
Roosevelt created the WLB to handle them. It 
had public, labor and management representa­ 
tives.

"Careless Prophesying” 


Editer, Independent-Joumal: 
Who are these "careful observers" that have long 
been advising the American people of the prospect of 
a long period of international tension and recurring 
critical situations? Is It bring suggested that the world 
and particularly the American people are to live be­ 
tween the “psychiatrists couch and the pit of doom” 
for the next generation? 
It Is possible that these erudite scholars, or smart 
people which ever you want to play around with, have 
overlooked some very Important, and not so worldly 
Ideas. 
The United Nations Is here to stay and la function­ 
ing cm many levels which receive little or no publicity 
because of the present state of "war emergency.” Few, 
if any, nations have shown any desire to leave this 
new, but vital, organisation, and there are some na­ 
tions still to be included In its scope. Is this a sign 
that most of the world wants peace and Is willing to 
work together for Its establishment? 
Gould these "careful observers” have overlooked the 
creative genius and unbounding energy of the Ameri­ 
can people when with a flourish of the hand and a 
lofty word they declared the age of the status quo? 
It is possible that the new generation on the American 
scene are more willing to work for peace and a con­ 
structive society than to allow despair and hopeless­ 
ness press them forward to another war. 
Your editorial states "If a great war can be avoided, 
the alternative probably is the long period of uncer­ 
tainty and stress.” 
A great war is being avoided by the third force in 
the world. England, France, India, Israel, and the 
Scandinavian countries are making their independent 
voices heard at the council table of the United Na­ 
tions, in favor of conciliation (not appeasement, what­ 
ever that may be). 
The alternative to war is not "uncertainty and 
stresi 
but co-operaUan between all nations to limit 
arms to an international police force, to turn war 
production potential to production for use, and to have 
a community of nations devoted, not to thrir indi­ 
vidual symbols, but to the concept that 
is one 
helluva small world and all nations 
contribute 
something constructive to its advance in the direction 
of peat». 
It is not only ea$y to find flaws in the prophecies 
of the “careful observers” It is downright careless 
prophesying. 


WASHINGTON (UJ»>—The Penta­ 
gon building appears stolid and un­ 
concerned these hectic days as it 
squats like an enormous fortress on 
the green Virginia plain across the 
Potomac river from Washington. 
But to the more than 23,000 per­ 
son who work there In the Depart­ 
ment of Defense, this is rush sea­ 
son at the world’s largest office 
building. 
Since the Korean war started, 
there has been a quickened pace 
among Pentagonians. Security post­ 
ers, forgotten since World War H 
have blossomed in ha11 ways. Ob­ 
servers have noted more colorful 
foreign uniforms, more congressmen 
wanting Information, more indus­ 
trialists seeking contract«. 
The 34-acre Pentagon, erected in 
haste to meet the demands of one 
conflict, has mobilized in haste to 
meet those of a second one. 
It 
has an unusual ability to meet such 
demands. 


any one of the Pentagon’s sections. 
Now housing the entire Depart­ 
ment of Defense in 3333,000 square 
feet of usable floor space, the build­ 
ing is shot through with 17 H miles 
of corridors, although the maximum 
hike between any two rooms 
is 
about six minutes. It has five floors 
and 10 spokelike halls connecting the 
rings. 
At its war-time peak, the Penta­ 
gon waa staffed by 33,000 workers, 
the average working population of 
a city of 100,000. 
Secondly, the building is equipped 
for all eventualities. Aside from of­ 
fices, radio 
small mo­ 
tion picture theaters and conference 
rooms, it has round-the-clock cafe­ 
teria« and beverage bars, a bank, 
medical and dental clinics, post of­ 
fices, barber shops, a cobbler, drug 
stores, dry cleaning and laundry 
shops and a 46-acre parking lot ac­ 
commodating more than 4,000 auto­ 
mobiles.

HUGE STRUCTURE 
First of all, the structure itself 
is immense.

NEW IN DESIGN 
There’s all this, and a certain at­ 
tractiveness, too. Pentagon archi­ 
tects * jettisoned the classic design 
for government buildings and came 
up with the five-sided colossus that 
is faced with limestone, surrounded 
by 30 miles of approach highways 
and decorated with greenery and a 
lagoon. 
Indoors, corridors are spacious. 
Each floor is painted a distinguish­ 
ing color to prevent confusion. Along 
with 150 stairways and five escala­ 
tors, broad ramps connect the vari­ 
ous levels of the building. Air con­ 
ditioning keeps temperature at tha 
efficiency point. 
This gigantic plant, which has 
given rise to countless fables and 
jokes, was designed and built in 16 
months, with 13,000 workers labor­ 
ing day and night to complete it 
Its cost, ab°ut $64,000,000, was less 
than half that of a first class battle­ 
ship. 
It was a good investment, gov­ 
ernment circles claim. *1716 entire 
U. S. Department of Defense now 
is concentrated under one roof. Of­ 
ficials believe the building will pay 
for itself by 1055 merely by saving 
rent formerly paid for outside of­ 
fices. 


SINCE BIG LABOR DISPUTES arc over 
wages, and the government was trying to keep 
prices and wages in line, WLB had to control 
wages.

Western Europe yesterday gave 
further dramatic evidence of its 
heightening fears of war, and of 
its grim determination to meet 
any assault head-on, with battle 
flags flying. 
Prance appealed to the countries 
of western Europe to muster their 
soldiers into one army, in one uni­ 
form, to withstand one enemy. 
This force would be intended to 
fit into the Eisenhower command 
under the Atlantic Pact plan. 
Across the 
English 
channel, 
British 
Prime 
Minister 
Attlee 
warned his people that they must 
prepare for further serious sacri­ 
fices for defense against Russian 
imperialism. 
The idea of a European army 
was advanced originally by for­ 
mer British Prime Minister Win­ 
ston Churchill at a council of 
Europe meeting in Strasbourg last 
August, France now has furthered 
the proposal by inviting the na­ 
tions of western Europe to meet 
in Paris February 6 to discuss 
implementing the project. 
In Issuing the call, the French 
government made a move which 
may well influence the history of 
Europe. Her first invitation was 
sent to her former bitter enemy— 
Germany, that is, to the republic 
of west Germany. And a west Ger­ 
man government source in Bonn 
said the invitation was bound to 
be accepted. 
France and Germany friends; 
surrendering sovereignty to the 
extent of fighting under a single 
command! To those of us who had 
intimate acquaintance with the 
bitter hatreds between these two 
great countries, this is an aston­ 
ishing development» 


If Prance and Germany can 
bury the hatchet and work to­ 
gether, then there are hopes for 
general peace some day. 
Of course we shouldn't overlook 
that the creation of such a com­ 
mon army would in itself be a 
safeguard against strife between 
any of the western European na­ 
tion* — France and Germany, for 
Instance. The obvious reason is 
that under this project the nations 
wouldn't have individual armies 
with which to fight. 
Prime Minister Attlee's warning 
to his people was made in a speech 
which evidently was an eye-opener 
for a program which he expects 
to propose in Parliament next 
week. Defense spending for the 
next two or three years may run 
to the equivalent of $14,000,000,000. 
Attlee c h a r g e d that Russia 
doesn’t want things to settle down. 
Her policy “seems rather to be to 
foment trouble . . . our way of life 
is in danger.” The Communist aim 
is “the destruction of all creeds 
that believe in frfedom.” 


The prime minister then flung 
some staggering figures of Soviet 
war-power at his audience. Said 
he: 
“The Soviet Union today has 
175 active divisions with support­ 
ing artillery. These divisions In­ 
clude mechanized and tank divi­ 
sions comprising 25,000 tanks. She 
has in ail 2.800,000 men under 
arms and this number could be 
doubled on mobilization. She has 
an airforce of nearly 20300 air­ 
craft , and the largest submarine 
fleet in the world, yet she is 
threatened by no one.” 
Those 
are the facta which 
France also has in mind in her 
call to western Europe for armed 
unity. Recognition of this danger­ 
ous position doesn’t necessarily 
mean that France or Britain are 
expecting an assault by the Com­ 
munists in the immediate future. 
It does mean they recognize that 
the 8oviet is powerfully set for 
action, and that any display of 
weakness by the western powers 
would be an invitation for trouble. 


IF THIS DEFENSE PROGRAM goes on in­ 
definitely, without war, there'll be endless dis­ 
putes, perhaps strikes, particularly if price 
controls sag and living costs keep hopping up. 
The very core of WSB’s job in controlling 
wages is to control them as fairly and smoothly 
as it can, to keep down disputes, while at the 
same time trying to keep wages in line with con­ 
trolled prices. 
One thing which the old WLB did was to set 
up a general formula intended to be generally 
fair in controlling wages. The WSB is trying 
to work out a formula of its own. 
WLB came up with the “Little Steel” formula, 
but not suddenly or easily. It reached it after 
months of pecking away at the wage problem. 
The formula was reached in July, 1942, as a 
decision on the wage demands by workers in the 
smaller steel companies. 
Between that time and January 1, 1941 living 
costs had risen 15 per cent. So, roughly, WLB 
said.

Ulcer«tive#Colitîs 
Causes Loss Of 
Weight, Strength 


Ulcerative colitis is one of the 
moat serious of the diseases af­ 
fecting the large bowel. Appar­ 
ently, the disorder begins in the 
lining membrane of the lower 
portion of the bowel, which grad­ 
ually undergoes changes leading 
to the formation of infected and 
bleeding sores. These changes are 
reflected in the classic symptoms 
of diarrhea, blood and pus in the 
bowel movements, a loss of weight 
and strength, and anemia due to 
the frequent loss of blood. 
Unfortunately, the exact cause 
of this condition has not been 
discovered despite repeated at­ 
tempts to do so. Recent opinion 
holds that emotional disturbances 
play a part in bringing it about 
but, according to Dr. Sidney A. 
Port is, treatment demands not 
only psychological help but a strict 
medical program as well. 


Iron-containing foods, too, must 
be given in adequate quantities, 
and some iron-containing medi­ 
cine also is of help. The patient 
should receive between-meal feed­ 
ings in order to keep up his nu­ 
trition. 
Drugs that are employed in­ 
clude atropine, which is given 
three times a day—at mealtimes 
and before r e t i r i n g . Quieting 
drugs, such as phénobarbital, may 
have a beneficial effect on the 
muscle disturbances which ac­ 
company the disorder. 


CONTROL OF DIET 
To begin with, careful control 
of the diet is required. Such things 
as stimulating beverages must be 
eliminated. Fried foods, gravies, 
sauces, raw fruits and vegetables, 
whole-grain cereals, oils, nuts, 
spices, and highly-seasoned foods 
must also be avoided. It is gener­ 
ally advised that these patients 
refrain from smoking. Milk should 
be boiled for from three to five 
minutes. At the beginning of the 
treatment, the patient ia fed 
easily-digested foods which leave 
little bulk or roughage, but the 
diet must, nevetheless, be kept 
high in protein foods, such as 
meat, milk and eggs, and should 
contain all of the necessary vita­ 
mins in liberal amounts, and a 
moderate portion of starchy foods. 


DIGESTIVE FERMENTS 
Another preparation known as 
sodium alkyl sulphate is also pre­ 
scribed by some physicians. This 
substance has a tendency to in­ 
activate certain of the digestive 
ferments. These ferments or en­ 
zymes may play a role in causing 
the ulcers to form in the body. 
Certain 
of 
the 
sulfonamide 
drugs may also be useful, since 
they tend to check infection in 
the bowel. The antibiotics do not 
seem to be of any particular value 
In this disease. Liver extract may 
be given by injection into a 
muscle. These liver extracts fur­ 
nish a great deal of the vitamin 
B-complex, and are also helpful 
in overcoming the anemia. If a 
patient is acutely sick, he is best 
treated In the hospital. If a great 
deal of damage to the large bowel 
has already occurred, operative 
treatment may be necessary. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
D. R.: What is vitamin B-12 and 
what is It used for? 
Answer: Vitamin B-12 is a vita­ 
min which has to do particularly 
with blood formation. Recent evi­ 
dence has shown that it is impor­ 
tant also in growth and normal 
health. It is used particularly In 
anemia or lack of coloring in the 
blood cells in the blood.

On Wage Board

WASHINGTON (£»)~The song is the sim e- 
eóntrol wages—even though the words are a little 
different. 
In World War II the War Labor Board 
’(WLB) was the agency for controlling wages. It 
died when peace came. 
Now a few years later there's a new wage- 
con trol agency, the nine-man Wage Stabilization 
Board (WSB). 
At least six of the nine worked on or with 
the old WLB, so they know the problems and 
how they had to try to solve them before. 
When sweet reason fails in a labor dispute, 
the workers may strike or the employer may 
lock them out. 
Right after Pearl Harbor President Roosevelt 
called a White House conference of labor and 
management leaden. 
With the exception of John L. Lewis and his 
mine workers, they pledged no strikes and no 
lockouts for the duration. They couldn't prom­ 
ise no disputes. 
How then could thpir disputes be settled? Mr. 
Roosevelt created the WLB to handle them. It 
had public, labor and management representa­ 
tives. 


SINCE BIG LABOR DISPUTES are over 
wages, and the government was trying to keep 
prices and wages in line, WLB had to control 
wages. 
Hundreds of thousands of queries, disputes 
and complaints had to be handled during the 
war: 
Workers wanted more pay and employers 
agreed to give it. Okay with WLB? Or employ- 
- ers refused to give it. What then? 
The one WLB couldn't handle all that. It set 
up smaller WLB’s around the country, called 
regional boards, to solve as many local com­ 
plaints as possible. 
, 
When a local board failed, WLB had to step 
in. Now the present WSB will have to set up 
a squad of junior WSB's around the country. 
WSB's problem is a little different from 
WLB's. We’re not at war now. President Tru­ 
man hasn't called a White House conference of 
Ubor and management leaders to get a no-strike- 
no-lockout pledge. None has been given.

Ulcorafive^Colifls 
Causes Loss Of 
Weight, Strength 


Ulcerative colitis is one of the 
most serious of the diseases af­ 
fecting the large bowel. Appar­ 
ently, the disorder begins in the 
lining membrane of. the lower 
portion of the bowel, which grad­ 
ually undergoes changes leading 
to the formation of infected and 
bleeding sores. These changes are 
reflected in the classic symptoms 
of diarrhea, blood and pus In the 
bowel movements, a loss of weight 
and strength, and anemia due to 
the frequent loss of blood. 
Unfortunately, the exact cause 
of this condition has not been 
discovered despite repeated at­ 
tempts to do so. Recent opinion 
holds that emotional disturbances 
play a part in bringing it about 
but, according to Dr. Sidney A. 
Portls, treatment demands not 
only psychological help but a strict 
medical program as well.

Western Europe 
Girds For Possible 
United Defense 


Western Europe yesterday gave 
further dramatic evidence of its 
heightening fears of war, and of 
its grim determination to meet 
any assault head-on, with battle 
flags flying. 
France appealed to the countries 
of western Europe to muster their 
soldiers into one army, in one uni­ 
form, to withstand one enemy. 
This force would be intended to 
fit into the Eisenhower command 
under the Atlantic Pact plan. 
Across the

warned his people that they must 
prepare for further serious sacri­ 
fices for defense against Russian 
Imperialism. 
The idea of a European army 
was advanced originally by for­ 
mer British Prime Minister Win­ 
ston Churchill at a council of 
Europe meeting In Strasbourg last ' 
August. France now has furthered 
the proposal by inviting the na­ 
tions of western Europe to meet 
in Paris February 8 to discuss 
implementing the project.

If France and Germany can 
bury the hatchet and work to­ 
gether, then there are hopes for 
general peace some day. 
Of course we shouldn't overlook 
that the creation of such a com* 
mon army would in itself be a 
safeguard against strife between 
any of the western European na­ 
tions — France and Germany, for 
Instance. The obvious reason is 
that under this project the nations 
wouldn’t have individual armies 
with which to light. 
Prime Minister Attlee's Warning 
to his people was made in a speech 
which evidently was an eye-opener 
for a program which he expects 
to propose in Parliament next 
week. Defense spending for the 
next two or three years may run 
to the equivalent of $14,000,000,000. 
Attlee c h a r g e d that Russia 
doesn’t want things to settle down. 
Her policy “seems rather to be to 
foment trouble . . . our way of life 
is in danger.” The Communist aim 
is “the destruction of all creeds 
that believe in frgedom.” 


The prime minister then flung 
some staggering figures of Soviet 
war-power at his audience. Said 
he: 
“The Soviet Union today has 
175 active divisions with support­ 
ing artillery. These divisions in­ 
clude mechanized and tank divi­ 
sions comprising 25,000 tanks. She 
has in all 2,800,000 men under 
arms and this number could be 
doubled on mobilization. She has 
an airforce of nearly 20,000 air­ 
craft, and the largest submarine 
fleet ta the world, yet she is 
threatened by no one.” 
Those are the facts which 
France also has in mind ta her 
call to western Europe for armed 
unity. Recognition of this danger­ 
ous position doesn’t necessarily 
mean that FYance or Britain are 
expecting an assault by the Com­ 
munists in the immediate future. 
It does mean they recognize that 
the Soviet is powerfully set for 
action, and that any display of 
weakness by the western powers 
would be an invitation for trouble.

IF THIS DEFENSE PROGRAM goes on in- 
definitely, without war, there'll be endless dis- 
pu tes, perhaps strikes, particularly if price 
controls sag and living costs keep hopping up. 
The very core of WSB's job in controlling 
wages is to control them as fairly and smoothly 
as it can, to keep down disputes, while at the 
same time trying to keep wages in line with con­ 
trolled prices. 
One thing which the old WLB did was to set 
up a general formula intended to be generally 
fair in controlling wages. The WSB is trying 
to work out a formula of its own. 
* t 
WLB came up with the “Little Steel’* formula, 
but not suddenly or easily. It reached it after 
months of pecking away at the wage problem. 
The formula was reached in July, 1942, as a 
decision on the wage demands by workers in the 
smaller steel companies. 
Between that time and January 1, 1941 living 
costs had risen 15 per cent. So, roughly, WLB 
. said. 


ANY WORKERS WHO HADN'T received a 
15 per cent increase in wages since January 1, 
1941 were entitled to that much. The formula 
held up pretty well. 
The nine members of the present WSB are 
wrestling with the problem of a formula which 
will fit present conditions. 
It's of the utmost importance that the formula, 
whatever it turns out to be, is fairly satisfactory 
to all nine members. 
You can see why: Three of the nine represent 
the public, three are from labor, three from 
management.

CONTROL OF DIET 
To begin with, careful control 
of the diet is required. Such things 
aa stimulating beverages must be 
eliminated. Fried foods, gravies, 
sauces, raw fruits and vegetables, 
whole-grain cereals, oils, nuts, 
spices, and highly-seasoned foods 
must also be avoided. It Is gener­ 
ally advised that these patients 
refrain from smoking. Milk should 
be boiled for from three to five 
minutes. At the beginning of the 
treatment, the patient is fed 
easily-digested foods which leave 
little bulk or roughage, but the 
diet must, nevethelesi, be kept 
high ta protein foods, such as 
meat, milk and eggs, and should 
contain all of the necessary vita­ 
mins in liberal amounts, and a 
moderate portion of starchy foods.

Iron-containing foods, too, must 
be given in adequate quantities, 
and some iron-containing medi­ 
cine also is of help. Hie patient 
should receive between-meal feed­ 
ings in order to keep up his nu­ 
trition. 
Drugs that are employed in­ 
clude atropine, which is given 
three times a day—at mealtimes 
and before r e t i r i n g . Quieting 
drugs, such as phenobarbital, may 
have a beneficial effect on the 
muscle disturbances which ac­ 
company the disorder. 


DIGESTIVE FERMENTS 
Another preparation known as 
sodium alkyl sulphate is also pre­ 
scribed by some physicians. This 
substance has a tendency to in­ 
activate certain of the digestive 
ferments. These ferments or en­ 
zymes may play a role in causing 
the ulcers to form in the body. 
Certain 
of 
the 
sulfonamide 
drugs may also be useful, since 
they tend to check infection in 
the bowel. The antibiotics do not 
seem to be of any particular value 
In this disease. Liver extract may 
be given by injection into a 
muscle. These liver extracts fur­ 
nish a great deal of the vitamin 
B-complex, and are also helpful 
ta overcoming the anemia. If a 
patient is acutely sick, he is best 
treated In the hospital. If a great 
deal of damage to the large bowel 
has already occurred, operative 
treatment may be necessary. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
D. R.: What is vitamin B-I2 and 
what is it used for? 
Answer: Vitamin B-12 is a vita­ 
min which has to do particularly 
with blood formation. Recent evi­ 
dence has shown that it is Impor­ 
tant also in growth and normal 
health. It Is used particularly la 
anemia or lack of coloring in tha 
blood cells in the blood.
